THE CITY CLEIIK. 
A. M. Pence has seen sovoral uoun- 
cllmanif boards oomo and go, and has 
stayed with them us city clerk and 
city attorney until his loijg service 
has made him invaluable In his posi­ 
tions. At the first, when he began to 
draw ordinances for the city, Ponce 
was too wise to depend entirely on his 
own judgment, and It was his won't 
to get the "o.k." of the best legal 
authorities on city work before ho 
would allow the ordinances to be pass­ 
ed.

On another page of the newspaper you will notice an article outlining 
Iho proposed iniprovoments of the county highways with floral borders and 
fioworing 
shrubs, something which is a preparation for the coming visitors 
•hiring tho exposition of 191B at San Francsco and San Diego. 


There has been a committee appointed by the board of supervisors, 
which committee will have the planning ot this work to do. 
The editor ot 
the Argus Is a member ot the committee and »;lialrman ot a sub-committee 
on boulevard Improvement. 
The editor Is anxious that suggestions be given 
lilm from the citizens. 


The county will probably provide about $15,000 for use in planting 
flowers, 
for the making of trellises, and for the care of flowers along the 
main-travelled streets In the country. 
It is the Intention of the committee 
to oiler prizes to school districts outside of municipal Incorporations, these 
prizes to bo awarded on tho grounds of the best general effect secured by the 
planning of flowers during tho coming year. The judges will be supplied with 
certain Instructions as to tho various points upon which tho prizes will be 
awarded. 
In this manner, tho school children will be made enthusiastic 
about those dlslrlots not included in Incorporations. 
With the amount of 
money 
at the disposal of tho comnnlttoe, the prizes will be large, and will 
attract attention. 


Other prizes will also be offered to cities, these being divided Into 
clasBos—cities of a population of SOOO and less; cities of a population of 
10,000; cities with IG.OOO, etc. The small cities will be given an equal chance 
In the i)rlze nioney with tho larger cities. Los Angeles Is eliminated, us that 
city has a scheme of Its own, apd Pasadena and Long Beach come into a 
class by themselves. 
Covlna, for Instance, will compete with such cities aa 
Azusa, Glendora, PJl Monte, Clareniont, etc. 


Within a short time now, every newspaper In tho county will be sup­ 
plied with articles showing just what kinds of seed to plant In order to make 
a showing ot blossoms during tho coming year.

California's new direct primary law 
is having l i s first try-out this year, 
and, regardless of whether you believe- 
it to be a good measure or a bad one. 
It Is on the statute books of the state, 
and every citizen who has enough re­ 
spect foir bis country to exercise his 
right of suffrage whenever the Jieed 
arises, should give this new law a 
comprehensive study and familiarize 
himself with every detail of its work­ 
ings. 


Almost everyone understands that 
to vote at a primary for a partisaa 
ticket the voter must be registered as 
affiliated with that party. But there 
are al'so a number of non-partisan eleip- 
tlona coming up throughout the year, 
notably all judicial elections, all coun­ 
ty and city H^Iections (save for mem­ 
bers of the BCtnate and assembly), send 
all school and ijtownshlp elections. For 
these the voter does i^ot have to de- 
claVe his parly preference, regardless 
of what anyone may tell you to the 
contrary. This leaves as partisan of­ 
ficers 
only" the governor and other 
elective offlcets of the state (except 
the judiciary), the qongressional and 
legislative oflflcers find the party of- 
ftciald, i.e., member^ 6f part^ commit 
t ^ , . delegfftteis tq ppSlticftJ . conven­ 
tions.

Ipts will b e printed, and ten days 
before the election day the ballots 
will be dlstrlbnted to the voters. 


Nomination papers must be made 
np between June 16 and July 16. 


A candidate for office may circu­ 
late a petition for his nomination or 
engage deputies to do it for him. 
They are known as "verification dep« 
utles" and are equipped with formal 
documents as credentials. 


Or any five qualified electors (In 
each county) 
may join in proposing 
a candidate for nomination (he con­ 
senting), and they may appoint ver­ 
ification deputies to circulate 
pett 
tlons. 


Nomination papers must be signed 
by not less 
than one-half 
of one 
(.005) per cent, of the party vote in 
the state or political subdivisions. In 
case of party candidates; and by not 
less than one-half of one per cent of 
the total vote .In .case of candidates 
for the judiciary and other non-par­ 
tisan offices.
